While the former 
president. Dr. Tom Umphrey, spent 
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much of his time in Montgomery and 
Washington securing the funding of the 
physical plant Shelton people now revel 
in on Old Greensboro Rd., Rogers has 
been slugging it out in the trenches of 
day-to day operations. 

As assistant to the president, Rogers 
gained a reputation as a quick and effec- 
tive thinker. He motored with great cn- 
gy between fund-raising, budgeting and 
other tasks which helped to build the 
college to the status il now enjoys as one 
of the biggest and grandest two-year 
schools in the state and as one of the more 
visible in the nation.

Known as a hard-worker who val- 
ues punctuality and insists upon it from 
his fellow workers, Rogers, nevertheless, 
initiated an effort to build a "kinder gen- 
tler'* Shelton soon after taking the helm.

lined plans to introduce a flex 
chedulc designed to service 
students better — and to give 
workers lime off on Friday af- 
ternoons when there are few 
students to help. 

Rogers, with a twinkle in 
his eye, also declared every 
Friday a "Casual Friday," with 
the first Friday of the month 
dedicated to a special "If you 
want to participate in Casual 
Friday on the first Friday of the 
month, you'll have to wear 
Shelton 'team-ware," Rogers 
explained. And in a comment 
emblematic to Rogers's knack 
of combining fun with fund- 
raising, he said. 'The book- 
store will be laying in a big 
supply of shirts and sweaters 
for you."

and the comment you will net will 

be along the lines of "the last of the 

good guys." meaning he brings an 
unusual quality of down-to-earth 
friendliness to his evident intelli- 
gence and energy. Rogers loves 
sports and is a good athlete him- 
self. Two years ago he won a 
shooting contest along with Iwo 
other administrators ai a contest at 
Homecoming. He poured in three- 
pointer after three-pointer. 

Often present at Shelton 
sporting events, usually along with 
his son Bryant who serves as a 
Buccaneer ball-boy at basketball 
games, Rogers cheers wildly and 
jokes along with every* me nearby. 
The only thing that came tear him 
away is an official duty for the 
college or the need to get Bryant to 
bed on a school night. 

Rogers reveled in his an- 
nouncement that the college en- 
rollment was up 6 percent this fall. 
He seems to be on a heart-felt mis- 
sion to bring a balanced and prac- 
tical education to all the people of 
west Alabama. One of his slated 
goals is to increase the effect ive- 
ness of Shelton 's array ot technical 
programs. "Our major emphasis 
over the next lew years will be to 

work with our community 10 em- 
phasize technical education,"

our efforts in ;ill technical areas, 

tally health education, Com- 
munity partnerships with business 
industries, nonprofit organizations 

and other educational institutions 
will also continue to be an impor- 
tant aspect of our growth."
